WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

A racket comprising: 

aVrame with an elongated handle defining a longitudinal main axis; 

3 a head connected to the elongated handle; 

4 said\ead having parallel longitudinal sides and parallel transversal sides; 

5 said h&id having a racket face, to be spanned by strings; 

6 said head having a means for securing strings to the frame; 

7 a pluralityW transversal strings, all being of substantially identical length, running 

8 essentially parallel to each other and generally perpendicular to said longitudinal axis and 
secured to theVrame; and 

a plurality of longitudinal strings, all being of substantially identical length, running 
essentially paralldl to each other and parallel to said longitudinal axis and secured to the 
frame, the transversa strings and longitudinal strings together covering the entire racket 
face. 

2. The racket defined in claim 1 wherein said head and said racket face are rectangular 
shaped. 
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i^cketd^^ in claim 1 wherein the transversal sides of said racket face curve 
upward wiU^th^sides remaining parallel throughout their length so that said longitudinal 
strings continue to all be tft^ame length. 

The racket defined in claim 1 wherein the sides of said racket face curve slightly outward, 
having such a curvature so that the string tension brings the sides back to the substantially 
straight and parallel position. 
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1 5. • The nteket defined/m claim 1 wherein the transversal sides of said racket face curve 

2 downward and tTiblJdes>emain parallel throughout their length so that said transversal 

3 strings continue to all be theStH^glength. 

4 6. The racket defined in claim 1 wherein the distances between the intersection points of all 

5 of said longitudinal strings and all of said transversal strings is equal. 

6 7. The racket defined in claim 1 wherein the width of said racket face is 12", the length of 

7 said racket face is 14.5", the length of said elongated handle is 8" and the total length of 

8 the racket is 28".

21 13. The racket of claim 1 wherein said racket is a tennis racket, a racquetball racket, a 

22 badminton racket or a squash racket. 
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
